After perfunctory negotiations which 
led to certain unimportant amendments 
the French _plenipotentiaries 
Germany's armistice terms in the forest of 
Compiégne on Saturday evening. They 
left France immediately for Rome, where 
they received Signor Mussolini’s terms 
yesterday afternoon; and six hours after 
the completion of the Franco-Italian 
armistice hostilities in France will cease. 
In the preamble to Germany’s conditions, 
| General Keitel declared that Herr Hitler 
did not intend to impose shameful terms 
upon a brave fee. Doubtless the actual 
terms might have been severer; but from 
the point of view of every patriotic 
Frenchman they must be 
galling. The chief provision is that 
Germany will occupy all French territory 
to the North and West of a line stretching 
roughly from Geneva to Tours, 
thence almost due South to the Spanish 
frontier. This arrangement will give the 
Germans the entire French coast line 
along the English Channel 
Atlantic, and will place them in pos- 
session of every continental port from 
Narvik in Northern Norway to Biarritz. 
In the occupied territory Germany will 
enjoy all the rights of conquest, except 
in respect of local administration, which 
will be left in French hands. 
will be allowed to choose their own seat 
of Government outside the occupied areas, 
and, if they so desire, will be permitted 
to return to Paris. Naturally, the full 
cost of Germany’s occupation will be 
borne by France. All France’s forces on 
land, on sea, and in the air, must be 
demobilised and disarmed, except in so 
far as certain forces may be necessary for 
they maintenance of order. within the 
country. The Germans insist that all the 
principal engines and materials of war in 
the unoccupied territory, such as tanks, 
artillery and the like, shall be handed 
over in good order, and that the manu- 
facture of war materials shall cease 
immediately. No French citizen shall be 
allowed to serve in the armed forces of 
Germany’s enemies. No material of any 
kind shall be sent to Great Britain; and, 
while French prisoners of war will remain 
in captivity, all prisoners of war in French 


Possibly the most important, 
certainly the most interesting, feature of 
the German terms is the clause that deals 
with the French Navy. Herr Hitler 
requires the Bordeaux Government to 
collect the whole French fleet in certain 
ports to be specified by the Germans, 
where al] the warships will be disarmed 
and interned. The German Government 
solemnly declares that it has no intention 
to use any French warships for its own 
purposes during the war; but some of 
them will be employed on coastal patrols 
and for mine-sweeping. Where is the bulk 
of the French fleet? Most of its im- 
portant units have been under the direct 
command of British admirals in the Medi- 
terranean and the North Sea virtually 
since the war began. Will these ships be 
permitted by the British to return to their 
home ports in France; will they be taken 
over by the British Admiralty and manned 
| by British crews, or will they be regarded 
| now as enemy vessels to be sunk, or other- 
wise put out of action? The future of the 
French Navy is of enormous importance 
to the further conduct of the war by Great 
Britain. Numerically it is even larger 
than the Italian Navy, and its loss as an 
active fighting force would be exceedingly 
serious from the Allied point of view. The 
Dunquerque, for example, is the only ship 
in commission that is comparable with 
Great Britain’s battle cruisers or the 
German pocket-battleships; its value to 
the British in the Mediterranean is almost 
incalculable. Apart from the problem of 
the fleet, most of the armistice terms are 
simple enough, and can be carried out 
without much delay. Of course, Italy still 
bas to be heard. The four French delegates 
spent some time with the Italian repre- 
sentatives at a villa outside Rome yester- 
day, and it seems that Signor Mussolini's 
conditions were handed to them in the 
course of the evening. It is quite possible 
that Italy may insist upon the occupation 
of certain French ports in the Mediter- 
ranean, with a view to the further 
embarrassment of Great Britain.

Against the agony of long separation from 
their children they must offset the danger 
of leaving them in crowded cities, to face 
all the terror of invasion, as well as the 
inevitable dislocation of young health and 
minds, We shall be surprised if there is 
not an eager response to the new scheme— 
a response which will become even more 
eager when the moment of attack arrives. 
Happily for these British children, there 
is abundance of space in the great over- 
seas Dominions and in the United States— 
where private organisations already have 
offered their hospitality and help. 


Escape 


A favourite question to-day is: ‘‘ What 
do you think of the situation now?’’ This is 
asking for trouble. Even people completely 
without bias wili treat the questioner to 
long dissertations on international politics, 
and possibly throw in a few lugubrious 
prophecies for make-weight. The number 
of Dismal Jimmies appears to be multiply- 
ing, and the réle of Cassandra increasingly 
popular The foolish questioner is lucky 
if he does not encounter somebody with 
more military theories than ever were 
taught at St. Cyr or Sandhurst, not to 
mention the Curragh. He is still more 
fortunate if he meets a man who, when 


replies that he never thinks of it if he can 
avoid doing so. This, of course, is the 
attitude of the escapist, and if it implied 
a general refusal to face unpleasant facts, 
it could be regarded only as.a deplorable 
weakness. At the same time, the 
individual who can forget unpleasant 
realities now and then, or, at least, shove 
them well into the background of his mind, 
is to be envied, by all those less gifted. 


The old-fashioned method of ‘ drowning 


one’s sorrows’’ has gone out of favour 


since it became common knowledge that 
they were expert swimmers capable cf 
keeping afloat for ever—and since the 
price of alcoholic beverages soared to 
prohibitive heights.

THE RUSSIANS FALL BACK. 
The fierce attacks of the new Austro-Ger- 
man armies have caused the Russians to fall 


back. Lemberg is being heavily bombarded

More Secret Sessions 


Not long ago the British Government 
was definitely sal to the holding of 
secret, sittings oí Parliament. Now, how- 
ever, there is a change, and it is probable 
that, on Thursday next there will be 
another secret sitting of both Houses, 
when the vote for the Ministry of-Supply 
is to be taken. Many members wish to 
discuss matters that could not well be 
dealt with freely in a public sitting. 
Thursday’s sitting, it is understood, will 
not be altogether secret, inasmuch as Mr. 
Herbert Morrison, who is to make a state- 
ment on the work of his department, will 
be able to tel] something of what has been 
done during the past few weeks.

Suburban dwellers used to complain 
that this ‘‘ radio-in-every-house ” business 
made life so much harder. Babel, they 
said, was a haven of peace compared to 
the cacophony of wireless sets blaring 
from every window, every set with a 
different programme, and all displaying 
their powers of volume uncontrolled. 

That complaint could not be levelled to- 
day. A while ago I had occasion to walk 
down one of these roads at about six 
o'clock, Certainly there was a splendid 
variety of volumes, but, almost without 
exception, complete unanimity of content. 
The news was on and nobody wanted to 
miss it. From one end of the road to the 
other I was informed of the progress of 
foreign events—I do not think I missed 
a word. 

I wondered, as I passed, what dis- 
sension that broadcast had cost. How 
many youngsters had been made sit mute 
for the period, how many wives told to 
stop rattling the cups, how many hus- 
bands told to. keep their comments till 
the symphony concert started ? 

War, whatever else it may do, certainly 
helps us to think alike on many subjects. 


Craftsmanship 


When one speaks of craftsmanship the 
conversation invariably turns to the work 
of the Irish craftsmen of bygone centuries, 
and seldom is credit given to the men 
who are upholding the country’s tradi- 
tion of craftsmanship at the present 
time. Perhaps one reason why we hear 
so little of the modern Irish craftsmen is 
because they rarely seek publicity. Most 
of them are in old-established family con- 
cerns—some very small—and appear to 
have a very conservative outlook. 

To anyone who expresses the opinion 
that craftsmanship is dead I would recom- 
mend a visit to the new Cathedral at 
Mullingar, which contains some of the 
finest examples of modern craftsmanslup 
that 1 have seen. From the sculpture 
over the main entrance—the work of 
Albert Power—to the sanctuary lamps and 
the terazzo flooring, it is a joy to behold, 
and, if you are ever in the neighbourhood, 
you should certainly pay the Cathedral a 
visit. 

Incidentally, there is an _ interesting 
story about the large marble base of the 
altar. It was to have come from Italy, 
but the Italo-Abyssinian war was in 
progress, and the sanctions “were 
operating. It was necessary to seek else- 
os et or the marble, and it was 
eventually obtained from China. 


Loss of a Ship 


There is so much war news that bits of 
it reach even the newspapers long after 
the event. 

That is my excuse for referring at this 
late hour to the loss of the Princéss 
Victoria during the evacuation from 
Dunkirk. She was the Larne and 
Stranraer steamer which made her maiden 
voyage last July, having been built 
specially for the Irish tourist trade, with 
a garage-hold capable of carrying eighty 
motor cars, 

Those who had visited the Isle of Man 
will learn with regret, I am sure, that the 
King Orry and Mona’s Queen also were 
sunk at Dunkirk. 

The names of the Brighton Belle, the 
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Brighton Queen and the Maid of Kont 
were familiar, even if few of us had 
travelled in them. They, too, were among 
the pleasure steamers sacrificed to Mars. 
the Maid of Kent, with the Brighton and 
the Paris, while being used as hospital 
ships. 


The Jubilee Singers 


Yesterday, footling around a second. 
hand bookstal!] not a hundred miles from 
O'Connell Bridge, I came across a volume 
that bore the title of ‘‘ The Fisk Jubiles 
Singers and their Songs.” 

I did not buy, for the excellent reason 
that 1 already possessed a volume of the 
work in question—it is, let me mention, 
one of the best collections of “' nigger 
spirituals '” in existence—but the sight of 
it provoked a train of thought, which, 
reinforced by references to the encyclo: 
pedia and to certain veterans of my 
acquaintance, results in the following 
reminiscences :— 

The Jubilee Singers were a party of 
students who set out from the negro college 
known as Fisk University, at Nashville, 
Tennessee, to replenish the empty cof 
of their school by singing negro spirituals 
in various countries. Most of them had 
been slaves, for the college was established 


in 1866, after the civil war in America 


had freed the slaves. 

In 1871 the pioneer effort was made 
by means of an American tour to raise 
funds for the college, and at first the 
singers had a very mixed reception. Later 
they visited England and Scotland. Next 
they decided to visit Ireland. Dr. Henry, 
President of Queen’s College, presided at 
the first concert in the Ulster Hall, 
Belfast. The Rev. William Johnson, 
Moderator of the General Assembir, 
helped them here, and they sang, too, 
in Derry. 


Touring Europe 


By 1875 they were able to build Jubiles 
Hall—claimed to be the best building of its 
kind at the time in the Southern States— 
as a result of the generosity of the public 
on both sides of the Atlantic. 

The following year they set out again 
for a tour m Europe, and this time they 
reached Dublin. It was their first visit to 
the city, and they record that, “at the 
first concert. im the Exhibition Palace, 
it was estimated that 1,500 applicants 
for tickets were turned away after every 
seat in the great hal) was filled.” Fvi- 
dently Dublin could claim in those dars 
to be a music-loving city. 

Much .later—in 1884—they came acaia 
to Ireland, singing at Queenstown, Cork, 
and other Southern towns. Lady Ken- 
mare invited them to Kilkenny House, 
and offered to put a cottage and a yacht 
at their disposa) during their stay. ‘his 
was a big ‘change from the colour pre 
judice which they had met with in certain 
quarters. On their early tours cabin 
accommodation was refused them by !ead- 
ing steamship lines, while in America 
they were frequently refused a place in 
the hotels. 

No less than twenty out of the original 
twenty-four in the Jubilee Singers had 
been slaves. They were received in many 
places, including Australia, India, (hin 


.and Japan. Music lovers in Ireland also 


helped them to establish the collego for

France to make no separate peace, and had 
proclaimed her resolve to fight, if necessary, 
in a single province or in the French 
Dominions oversea, was deserted by his col- 
leagues and fell from office. Grave as was 
the military situation .confronting Marshal 
Petain on his succession, it is impossible to 
acquit him of having made the last, and not 
the least deadly, of the blunders that have 
brought about the overthrow of France... . 
All the lesser nations overrun by Germany, 
except Denmark, have contrived by some 
means to continue the conflict m er Al- 
though it must be expected that fighting in 
France itself will be lnoneht to an saad by 
the armistice, it may be doubted whether 
the writ of the Bordeaux Government runs 
far enough afield to terminate the resistance 
of all Frenchmen. The French Empire is in- 
tact, and in it are great armies of undefeated 
troops and ships and aircraft manned by de- 
“ermined men. From every part of the Em- 
- appeals have been addressed to Bordeaux 
or a continuance of the struggle. They 
come, not only from governors and com- 
manders of French blood, but from the native 
Populations, who well appreciate the worth 
of their citizenship of the free Republic.

“His Majesty’s Government have heard 
with grief and amazement that the terms 
dictated by the Germans have been accepted 
by the French Government at Bordeaux. They 
cannot feel that such or similar terms could 
have been submitted to by any French 
Government which possessed freedom, inde- 
pendence and constitutional authority. 

“Such terms, if accepted by all Frenchmen, 
would place not only France, but the French 
Empire entirely at the mercy and in the 
power of the German and Italian dictators. 
Not only would the French people be held 
down and forced to work against their Ally; 
not only would the soil of France be used 
with the approval of the Bordeaux Govern- 
ment as the means of attacking their Ally, 
but the whole resources of the French Empire 
and the French Navy would speedily pass 
into the hands of the adversary for the fulfil- 
ment of his purpose. 


CONFIDENT OF VICTORY 


“His Majesty's Government firmly believe 
that whatever happens they will be able to 
carry the war wherever it may lead—on the 
seas, in the air and upon Jand—to a successful 
conclusion. When Great Britain is victorious 
she will, in spite of the action of the 
Bordeaux Government, cherish the cause of 
the French people, and a British victory is 
the only possible hope for the restoration 
of the greatness of France and the freedom 
of its people.

At a meeting of the Council of the Federa- 
tion of Irish Manufacturers, Ltd., Mr. J. J. 
Walsh presiding, the supply of raw materials 
for several categories of industry during the. 
period of crisis facing the nation was under 
discussion, 
Virtually -the whole of the imports from 
Europe, with the exception of Great Britain, 
Spain and Portugal, were cut off or severely 
restricted. The total value of such imports 
was well over eight million per annum, and 
the bulk of these consisted of machinery, 
metals of all kinds, certain raw materials for 
the textile industry, and feeding stuffs. The 
only alternative market was the U.S.A, and 
South America. 
The Council received a letter from the 
Minister for Industry and ‘Cusunanee regard- 
ing the fuel position, and instructed the 
secretary to circularise all members advising 
them, on the recommendation of the Minister, 
to purchase as lar ge stocks of coal as possible 
while the supplies were readily available. 
The Council had asked for a discussion 
with the Minister for Supplies on the general 
position in order that the maximum co-opera- 
tion could be given to the Government. 
It was announced that the following firms 
had recently joined the federation, and the 
total membership had now exceeded 620

DECREES AGAINST 
CIVIC GUARDS

SCENE AFTER A DANCE 


“This is one of the unpleasant, cases which 
fall to my lot from time to time, because 
the two defendants are members of the Civic 
Guards. Unjustifiable assaults are worthy 
of condemnation, and if they are committed 
by the people whose duty it is to prevent 
a breach of the peace, it becomes all the 
more reprehensible.”’ 

These remarks were made by Judge Wyse 
Power in Ballina Circuit Court on Saturday, 
when he gave a décree for £60 and £15 in 
an action brought by Patrick O’Hora, of 
Cuilmore, Foxford, against Civic Guard 
Vincent McGovern and Civic Guard eter 
Regan, both stationed at Foxford, Co. Mayo. 

The plaintiff stated that after a dance at 
Shraheen Hall on June 4, 1939, he was 
accosted outside the hall at 2 a.m. by Guard 
McGovern, who, without any reason, severely 
beat him. McGovern caught him by the 
throat and hit him in the face and knocked 
him down. Guard Regan then came on the 
scene, and joined in beating himup. They then 
tried to get him into a motor car, but he 
resisted, as he thought they were going to 
kill him. He eventually succeeded in getting 
away, and crossed the fields to his home. 
When a short distance from his home, the 
defendants came out of a car at Cuilmore 
Bridge and again beat him up. He was 
three weeks in the County Hospital. 

The defence was a denial of the assault; 
that defendants were assaulted by plaintiff, 
and that thereupon they tried to arrest the 
plaintiff, who resisted and got away. 

The Judge added that he was asked to 
believe that O’Hora, who was a em a 
man, made offensive remarks to the Guards 
without any reason, and struck and kicked 
them. He could not accept the Guards’ 
version of the affair, but, in view of cis- 
ciplinary measures that might be taken against 
them, ‘he wished to say that Guard Regan 
was the less active on the occasion, and 
that he tried his best not to be mixed up in 
the assault, of which McGovern was the 
cause,
